Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


MILTON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Year of 1911-1912 


To the School Board and Citizens of Milton : 


At the opening of the term in September, I found all 
the schools on a good basis with promise of a successful 
year. Two of the teachers had resigned late in the sum- 
mer, one at So. Milton and one at Nute Ridge, and their 
places had been filled. Otherwise the teaching force 
remains as last year. There have been very few com- 
plaints from parents and these have all been carefully 
considered. 


The stock of books at the beginning of the year was 
in a very depleted condition. In one school a set of 
books was so dilapitated that it was impossible. to tell 
either the publisher or the name of the book. This has 
necessitated a large expenditure for books. Fortunate- 
ly, there was a balance left over from last year, so that 
it has been possible to supply books in most cases where 
needed. An International dictionary has been purchased 
for each of the grammar schools, and a collegiate size 
for the small schools. We hope to complete the sets of 
books next year. The plan this year was to put some 
new books into each school and use as many as possible 
of the old ones. 


Some of the schools are working at a disadvantage 
on account of poor attendance. I have investigated a 
number of complaints of poor attendance with satisfac- 
tory results in getting the children to attend more reg- 
ularly. In some other cases it has been hard to see 
what ought to be done. The village of Milton has been 
without a truant officer. This has undoubtedly been 
taken advantage of. 
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At Milton Mills, diphtheria was so prevalent in 
September that the schools were not opened until two 
weeks after the others. This school is especially troubled 
with poor attendance, and some of the cases there are 
difficult to adjust. 


We find an unusually high attendance in the school 
at West Milton, taught by Mrs. Alice M. Canney. Dur- 
ing the fall term this school had an attendance of 100 
per cent. The pupils making this record were: 


Carrie E. Grace Margurette E. Swinerton

It seemed to the committee and to me that especial 
notice should be given to this, and it was voted to pre- 
sent the school with some suitable memorial. The 
general order and good manners at this school are also 
about 100 per cent. 


Comparative examinations show that the schools at 
Milton village are being conducted with excellent suc- 
cess. The good order and fine control of the building 
are especially noticeable. 


However much we are succeeding, there are still 
many things to consider for the future. We are doing 
very little for the artistic side and nothing for the in- 
dustrial. Itis generally thought that sucesss with music 
and drawing requires experts or supervisors. It would 
certainly be very desirable to have them. It might be 
possible to combine with some other town in hiring a

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musie teacher. If little children have instruction in 
music, many of them make a success who would accom- 
plish little if left to chance later on. 


We are just introducing a systematic course in 
drawing, which, I hope will be helpful, and not too ex- 
acting for the regular teachers. 


Industrial training seems to be highly desirable as 
far as 1t can be carried on without encroaching too much 
on subjects of universal importance. Every boy who 
has gone through school should be able to use saw, plane 
and other simple tools, and know something of elemen- 
tary agriculture. 


There are plenty of young men who cannot grind a 
pair of scissors or filea saw. There are young women 
growing up who cannot cut and make a simple apron. 
These subjects can be so correlated with other studies 
as to help and not to hinder them. Wages of craftsmen 
in the various trades are already so high as to be nearly 
prohibitive, and unless the ordinary householder can do 
many of the little things in the way of repairs and ad- 
justments, they will have to go undone. There is a fine 
opportunity to fit up a work-shop in the basement at Mil- 
ton. There are many things that can be done withouta 
shop, and I hope we may begin inthe near future. Inthe 
new system of education there is no need to adhere to the 
old hours of nine to twelve and one to four. Industrial 
subjects relieve the strain of study and discipline. 
They have their place from the kindergarten up. 


I feel that in one way we are working somewhat at 
a disadvantage. That is the lack of teachers’ meetings 
for consideration of problems before us. To make the 
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best progress, we need not only our own experience and 
resources, but we must profit from the experience of 
others. To supply this need, teachers’ meetings and 
institutes are arranged. The difficulty of planning 
meetings in Milton is considerable. All the teachers 
can easily come to Milton village except the teachers 
from Milton Mills. A superintendent naturally hesitates 
to call meetings when in addition to putting in consider- 
able effort the teachers are also put to expense. I will 
mention that in a previous experience with such a con- 
dition the town paid the transportation of the distant 
teachers. 


Last spring it was voted to paint the schoolhouse at 
So. Milton and the one at West Milton. This would 
have been done if the painters could have got to the 
work in time. An appropriation of $550.00 was made 
for the Milton heater. This is still on hand. 


Some extensive repairs have been made during the 
past year, notably painting at Milton Mills and Milton 
and cementing the cellar at Milton. Considerable work 
was also done on the schoolhouse at So. Milton. An in- 
crease in the number of pupils going to Farmington 
has increased the expense of transportation to five 
dollars per week. 


State aid has been received this year as follows:

Average attendance 235 64 
Approved teachers 216 00 

$625 72 


We have more approved teachers than last year, 
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and this will increase that aid for next year. An ap- 
proved teacher is one who is a graduate of a normal 
school, or holds a state certificate. A certificate obtained 
by examination is a strong recommendation, as well as 
a financial aid. 


The appropriation for supplies should be at least 
six hundred and fifty dollars for the coming year. 


In closing I wish to say that I have found committee, 
teachers and public very pleasant to work with and 
hope that any shortcomings on my part will be pardoned.
